“I reached down and touched one of * 
th e legs,” she told police, “and then I 
w i t h d r e w 'hastily because the boy’s 
bare legs w ere cold and clam m y and 
I realized he w as dead."

Years ago, before the time of elec- j 
trio lights, before the time of gas 
lights and even before the era of oil I 
lamps, the only system of artificial J 
light was suplied by what was know n 
as “grease lamps,’ ’that 
is, a small 
copper 
contrivance, 
hollowed 
out ; 
filled with grease, in which a wick w as 
immersed, and suspended from a nail 
or carried in the hand, as was once 
‘he case when candles were used al­ 
together. 
A relic of this bygone age has been 
preserved by Mrs. Isabella Hutchison.
